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GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION, 


Any person presenting testimonials of good moral characte: 
and showing evidence of “sound physical health,’ may be ad- 
mitted to the Normal School under any of the following condi- 
tions: 

1. By presentation of a diploma from any high school in Wiscon- 
sin which has adopted the four years’ English and scientific course of 
study prescribed by the State Superintendent for such schools or froin 
such schools in Wisconsin as have adopted an equivalent course of 
study, together with a certified record of standings in all branches of 
the high school or equivalent course. Persons presenting the forego- 
ing credentials must also pass an examination satisfactory to the 
President of the school in Arithmetic, Grammar, and Geography, as an 
additional requirement for adpijssion. High school standings in the 
three branches named will be accepted. 

Graduates who do not present standings in Physics will be re- 
quired to take the subject in the Normal. 

2. By presentation of an Elementary Certificate from any normal 
school in Wisconsin. 


3. By passing a_ satisfactory examination in the following 
branches: | 


Arithmetic. Physiology. 

Geography. U. S. History. 

Composition. Reading. 

Algebra. Physics. 

English Grammar. Geometry.

The mastery of any good high school texts in the above sub- 
jects would be sufficient preparation for passing the entrance 
examination. Persons desiring further information concerning 
entrance examination should address the President of the 
Normal. 

Candidates may be admitted with conditions in two of the 
above-named subjects, provided the standing in the other studies 
gives evidence of strength to carry the regular work and make 
up deficiencies within a short time. 

Standing on State Certificates granted by the State Board of 
Examiners will be accepted in branches required for admission. 
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Credit is given for work done in colleges or in the State Uni- 
versity. When the students come recommended by the Faculty 
of such institutions as having completed one or more years of a 
regular course of study, they are admitted without examination. 
Any applicant may be admitted to advanced standing by giving 
evidence, upon examination, of such attainments in the study 
as the standard of work in the school requires. 


LATIN AND GERMAN COURSES. 


Students entering the Latin course must have mastered the equiv- 
alent of the four years’ work in Latin required in the Free High 
Schools of the State. 

Students entering the German course must have mastered the 
equivalent of the two years’ work in German required in the Free 
High Schools of the State. They should be able to pronounce cor- 
rectly; should know the essentials of the German grammar and be 
able to apply them; should be able to read and translate the reading 
lessons in any standard reader correctly and understandingly; should 
have practice in the oral use of German in connection with the read- 
ing lessons, and should have memorized several standard selections of 
German literature.

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CHARACTER OF COURSE, 





ENGLISH COURSE, 


The purpose of the English Course is to prepare teachers for 
the upper grades of the elementary schools, for the position of 
assistant in high schools and for the principalship of the smaller 
high schools. ; 

It lays emphasis upon the subjects constituting the major 
part of our grammar and high school courses, while the elective 
subjects offered give opportunity for specializing, to a limited 
degree, in science, literature, history and sociology. 


LATIN AND GERMAN COURSES, 


These courses are designed to meet the desires of those who 
wish to continue the work done along these lines in the high 
school, either with a view of teaching the subjects immediately or 
of preparing for the university course preliminary to teaching. 

German is taught in the grades in Milwaukee, and teachers 
who can teach the German in their respective grades are paid five 
dollars a month extra. Only teachers who speak German are 
allowed to teach it. There is large inducement for all who can 
qualify themselves to teach German in the grades to do so, as 
the demand for such teachers is constantly greater than the 
supply. 

ADVANCED COURSE, 

This course is designed to meet the needs of those students 
who wish to fit themselves for high school work or for the duties 
of the school superintendent, either in city or country schools, 
and for Institute work. 

The course covers one year’s work, and is open to students 
who have completed the English, the Latin, or the German 
course, or for teachers of experience who have had college train- 


ing and wish to do advanced professional work. 
Work is offered in this course along the following lines: 
1. Mathematics—Advanced Algebra and Trigonometry. 
2. Language—Rhetoric, Latin, and German. 
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The work in Rhetoric will be a continuation of the work done 
in Composition and Rhetoric in the Junior Year. 

The work offered in Latin and German will be at least two years 
in advance of that given in the best high schools in the State. 

3. Science—The work in Physiography and Geology offered in the 
English course will be continued, making the study more specifically 
in the field of Geology. 

In Biology a course in Vegetable Physiology will be given. 

In Physics and Chemistry, laboratory work, in addition to that 
given in the regular courses, will be offered, and special attention 
given to the study of questions which involve the application of peda- 
gogical principles in the teaching of these subjects. 

4. History—Advanced work in General History. 

5. Literature-—An intensive study of the masterpieces of English 
and American Literature. 

6. Professional Work—Courses will be offered in: 

1. Philosophy of Education. 

2. Organization, Management, and Supervision of Ungraded, 
Graded, and High Schools, and City Systems of 
Schools. 

3. Purpose, Scope, and Methods in Institute Work, 

4, Supervision of Kindergarten and primary grade work. 

In connection with the advanced academic work, attention wiil 
be given to method in its application in the teaching of high school 
branches. : 

Opportunity will be given for practice teaching under super- 
vision, in German, Latin, and other high school branches. 

Library reading will be carried on throughout the year on the 
same plan as in the regular courses. 


OUTLINE OF WORK 
On the Various Subjects in the Courses of Study for 


the Normal Department. 


PSYCHOLOGY AND HISTORY OF EDUCATION, 


PSYCHOLOGY, 


1. Junior Year, ten weeks, five hours per week. With Halleck’s 
Psychology and Psychic Culture as a text-book, a general study of the 
meaning, scope, methods and terminology of psychology is undertaken. 

The following topics are the ones studied during the year: 

Anatomy and function of the various parts of the central nervous 
system; structure and function of the special senses; the presentative 
powers of sensation and perception; the representative powers of mem- 
ory and imagination; attention, apperception, and association; the 
higher thought powers, as conception, judging, reasoning, etc. Some 
attention is given to the genesis and development of each of the powers. 
As much time as possible is devoted to a consideration of means and 
methods of securing and furthering the normal development of the , 
various powers of the mind. 

2. Senior Year, ten weeks, five hours a week. Open to Seniors who 
have completed Course 1. 

In the Senior Year the work consists of an extension of some of the 
topics considered in the Junior Year,and the study of several additional 
topics. The following topics were taken during the past year: habit, 
association, memory, imagination, apperception, attention, sensory and 
motor training, observation, the feelings, instinct, and the will. Fully 
one-half of the time is spent upon the last three topics. During this 
course informal lectures are given to guide the students in their read- 
ing. Reports upon collateral reading and discussions are given a proim- 
inent place. Students are expected to work out one or two assigned 
topics with some degree of completeness. During this year the genetic 
point of view is emphasized, and a more critical discussion of educa- 
tional processes, psychically considered, is maintained. The students 
read carefully certain selected chapters from Sully’s Handbook, 
Sully’s Outlines, James’ Briefer Course, James’ Advanced Course, Car- 
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penter’s Mental Physiology. Frequent reference is made to such works 
as Lloyd Morgan’s Introduction to Comparative Psychology, Psychol- 
ogy for Teachers by the same author, Dewey’s Psychology, McLellan’s 
Applied Psychology, Wundt’s Human and Animal Psychology, Titeh- 
ener’s Outlines, Titchener’s Primer of Psychology, Baldwin’s Mental 
Development, Sully’s Studies in Childhood, Tracy’s Psychology of 
Childhood, Preyer’s Infant Mind, Oppenheim’s Development of the 
Child, ete. The standard psychological and educational journals, such 
as the American Journal of Psychology, The Pedagogical Seminary, the 
Psychological Review, the Educational Review, Education, etc., are 
also frequently consulted. 

One of the chief purposes is to have the students learn to use their 
powers and learn to observe their own psychical operations and those 
of children, so as to arrive at a simple though clear conception of what 
modern Psychology, as related to education, means. At every point the 
work is brought as near to the students’ experience as possible. Not 
only should they grasp the book explanations and those given by the 
instructor, but they should be prepared to illustrate by examples, pre- 
ferably from their own experiences in every case possible. As soon 
as the psychological aspect of a step is mastered, its pedagogical sig- 
nificance is considered. The student is continually asked, “What use 
ean you make of this in your student life? In your work as a teacher?” 
The whole subject is made a personal matter. 


HISTORY OF EDUCATION. 


Senior Year. Ten weeks, five hours a week. Open to Seniors who 
have finished Courses 1 and 2 in Psychology and the course in Peda- 
Sogy- 

In the first part of the course a number of lectures are given on 
Greek, Roman, and Grzeco-Roman education, also on the Medieval and 
the Renaissance periods of education throughout Europe. The educa- 
tional significance of such events as the crusades, the discovery of 
America, the rise of science, the founding of universities, the growth 
of free cities, and of such institutions as feudalism, monasticism, etc., 
are considered briefly. The classes pursue parallel readings from 
various sources, such as Davidson’s Aristotle, Davidson’s Education of 
the Greek People, Bryce’s Holy Roman Empire, Hughes’ Loyola, West's 
Aleuin, Laurie’s The Rise and Early Constitution of Universities, Mon- 
roe’s Educational Ideal, G. B. Adam’s Civilization During the Middle 
Ages,*Lord’s Beacon Lights of History, Draper’s Intellectual Develop- 
ment of Europe, Davidson’s Rousseau, DeGuimp’s Pestalozzi, Comenius’ 
Great Didactic, Rousseau’s Emile, ete. Following the Renaissance and 
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the Reformation periods, the main attention is devoted to a discussion 
of the great educational theorists and reformers since the 16th Century. 
Among those studied with such thoroughness as time will permit are 
the Jesuits, Sturm, Ratich, Bacon, Montaigne, Locke, Comenius, Rous- 
seau, Pestalozzi, Froebel, Herbart, and Spencer. 

At every step an attempt is made to discover what valuable princi- 
ples have been bequeathed to us by the methods and practices of the 
past. Negative results are also noted for the purpose of securing intel- 
ligent avoidance of error. An endeavor is made to discover the ideals 
of civilization during each period studied, the corresponding educa- 
tional theories promulgated, and the practices which were instituted to 
secure the desired ends. As Dr. Harris has said, “Civilization is the 
key-word in the study of the history of pedagogy. What has been the 
ideal of civilization, and what has been the means to initiate the new 
human being, the child, into a participation of its benefits? How has 
the individual in youth been made to adopt such habits of life as to fit 
him to help his fellow men and make him at the same time receptive of 
help from them?” The history of education should yield the answer 
to such questions, and these answers should form the guide-posts to the 
solution of present-day problems in education. 
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PEDAGOGY AND SCIENCE OF EDUCATION, 


PEDAGOGY AND OBSERVATION. 


Junior Year, thirty weeks, five hours a week. Open to students 
who have completed the course in Junior Psychology. The generai 
aim of the course is to enable the student to understand educational 
aims, educational means, and the laws underlying educational pro- 
cesses. An attempt is made to show the close relationship between 
laws of psychical and physical development, and the fundamental prin- 
cipal of teaching. The topics considered are essentially as follows: 
The meaning of education; the purpose of education; kinds of educa- 
tion; means of education; order of education, as determined by physi- 
ological and psychic development; relations and differences between 
knowledge and power; general methods of teaching, including a study 
of the inductive and the deductive methods, the analytic and the syn- 
thetic methods. This necessitates a careful consideration of the nature 
of the individual and the general notion and the methods of acquiring 
each. Some of the most important teaching processes are then exam- 
ined. Among these are the objective method, the text-book method, 
the lecture method, the Socratic method, drill, testing, examinations, 
methods of questioning, etc. The following are among other general 
topics which have been studied the past year: interest, correlation, 
‘concentration, apperception, value of types, training of the senses, 
training in observation, ‘training of memory, training of imagination, 
fatigue, etc. Besides the general application throughout of the various 
methods to special subjects, some time is devoted to a closer considera- 
tion of some one subject, usually reading. 

Each student is required to read at least one article a week from 
some standard educational magazine. Written abstracts are handed 
in and every Monday is given up to discussion of oral reports on a lim- 
ited number of the articles. In this way the students come in touch 
with the best educational literature. This feature is continued through 
the work in Observation. 

Associated with the work in pedagogy is systematic observation of 
teaching in the Training School. The observation is done under the 
direction of teachers. The aim is the formation of correct ideals of 
school management and teaching on the part of the students. The 
class work observed forms the basis for discussion. All this is pre- 
paratory to the teaching which is to be done by the students. 
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SCIENCE OF EDUCATION. 


This course of ten weeks is open to Seniors who have completed the 
courses in Psychology and Pedagogy. It approaches the subject of 
education from the philosophic point of view. The books in general 
use are: } 

Bain’s Science of Education, Tompkins’ Philosophy of Teaching, 
and Herbart’s Science of Education. These books are supplemented by 
reference to current literature on the philosophy of education. 


SCHOOL MANAGEMENT, 


Aim: ‘To consider only those topics which are within the range of 
the pupils’ interests and which have a practical bearing upon the work 


in the schools.

SCHOOL LAW, 


Teachers in the public schools of Wisconsin should know more of 
the school systems under which they are working, in order that they 
may know their own rights, hold school officers more closely to their 
duties, and be enabled the better to instruct their pupils in the per- 
formance of those duties which will devolve upon them as officers of the 
primary and graded school districts. 


Many school officers, citizens, and teachers are uninformed upon 
some of the simplest questions of school administration, and much con- 
troversy and litigation might be avoided if they were informed upon 
this subject. 

In the brief time which is alloted to this subject only a few of the 
more practical things can be taught. The following topics will be 
touched upon:

II. Organization of School Districts. 
Ill. Powers of Voters at District Meetings. 
IV. Duties of School Officers. 
V. Duties of Teachers.

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PRACTICE TEACHING. 


Students are required to do practice teaching one hour daily for 
three quarters, 

The practice teaching is under the supervision of the critic teacher 
in whose room the teaching is done, and under the general supervision 


of the supervisor of practice. 


FIELD FOR PRACTICE TEACHING, 


In addition to the facilities for practice work afforded in the Train- 
ing School and Kindergarten, seven of the largest schools in 
the city, conveniently located for this purpose, are available for prac- 
tice work by the students. In these schools the students have charge 
of a grade under the actual conditions which they will meet in graded 


schools in cities and villages. 


SUBSTITUTE WORK. 


In addition to the foregoing work, students are frequently called 
for from the office of the Superintendent of City Schools to do substi- 
tute work in the temporary absence of the regular grade teachers. 
These assignments are to schools in all parts of the city and give stu- 
dents an excellent opportunity to become acquainted with conditions 
which vary widely in different grades and schools. 

Hundreds of calls for substitutes are made every year. Students 
acting as substitutes receive the regular pay of substitute teachers. 


SUPERVISION OF PRACTICE TEACHING, 


The practice work is under the supervision of men of wide experi- 
ence in teaching and supervisory work. They are assisted in this 
supervision by the grade teachers in the Training School. It is the 
aim of those having this work in charge, to be helpful to the students 
in their practice work by developing and guiding their natural powers, 
by encouraging individuality in effort, and by avoiding that constant 
interference which too frequently destroys the student’s confidence in 
his own powers and makes him content with being a mere imitator. 

Definite plans of work for each day are prepared by the student 
teacher. In the preparation of these plans students are required to 
observe the following order of arrangement: 

1. Statement of the specific aims of the lesson. 
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2. Statement of what must be known or done by the pupil to 
realize the aims set forth in 1. . 
Statement of the things set forth in 2 which the pupil now 

knows or can now do. 
4. Statement of the things set forth in 2 which still remain to be 
Known or done by the pupil, and the order in which these 


co 


things shall be known or done. 

5. Statement of the method of procedure in teaching. 

General and group conferences are conducted by the supervisors 
and critic teachers, in which the organization of the teaching material 
in the various branches is discussed, plan making is considered, and in 
general the attempt is made to reduce the principles of teaching to a 
working basis. 

Another feature of these meetings is the discussion by each class 
of some pedagogical topic previously assigned and requiring special 
lines of reading and observation. 

Inspection of the practice teacher’s class work is followed by such 


suggestions as may seem wise to the inspector. 
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ENGLISH, 
COMPOSITION AND RHETORIC, 


The aim of this work is to lead the student to appreciate worthy 
diction and style, as exemplified in our masters of English, to recognize, 
through analysis of various pieces of literature, the essential elements 
of good composition, and to apply this knowledge to improve his own 
writing and speech. In ten weeks’ time the average student cannot 
acquire a high skill in the art of expression, but he is expected to make 
a marked advance over his former power, and to show such a grasp of 
the underlying principles and necessities as will enable him to con- 
tinue criticising and improving his own work after leaving the class 
room behind. 

The study comprises: 

1. Phraseology; a brief review of the essentials of grammar as a 

basis for composition. 

2. The Compositionas awhole; unity of material and of aim, unity 
of the paragraph, proportion of parts, simplicity of struc- 
ture, sequence and movement of thought, transitions, intro- 
duction and conclusion. 

3. The Paragraph; factors and modes of development. 

4. The Sentence; conciseness, combination of related ideas, punc- 
tuation, variety, choice of words, euphony, emphasis, 
period, climax, balance. 

Literature used as a basis of study; twelve masterpieces from mod- 
ern essayists, orators and writers of fiction, the selections varying to 
correspond with the work done by the student in the departments of 
Literature and History. . 


ADVANCED ENGLISH. 


Students have studied the subject of Rhetoric and are familiar with 
the choice of words, with the ways in which they are combined into 
sentences, with the structure of sentences, with paragraphing and com- 
position, and with the most important qualities of style. 

Having finished such a course, the student is prepared to examine, 
as models, the various kinds of writing which men are called upon to 
undertake, or to search for and appreciate the method of treatment 
which is appropriate for each. 

His study of the kinds of composition and his discovery of the sort 
of treatment appropriate to certain important varieties of subject- 
matter, qualify him to reproduce this style in his spoken and written 
composition. 
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The work covers the following subjects: 


1. Description: uses of description; the photograph, or pictoriai 
illustration; the inventory; description by detail, the beginning, the 
fundamental image; plan, arrangement, classification; defect of the 
method of details; principle of selection; the epithet; principle of sug- 
gestion; description by means of narration. 

2. Narration: extent of material;—objective point; history;—in- 
terconnection of facts; guides for selecting facts; interest, judgment, 
rejection; romance;-—purpose, plot, characters, situation, beginning, 
plan, climax. 

3. Exposition: its benefit to intellectual growth; subject-matter; 
unity; collection of material; exclusion and analogy; the plan. ~ 

4, Argument: an actof judgment; ameans of self-defense; earn- 
estness and tact; point at issue; proposition; terms; special issue; 
proof; evidence;—kinds of, tests of; evidence before experience; briefs 
for argument; persuasion. Application of the foregoing to the oration. 

Method.—Descriptions, narrations, and other forms of composition, 
from the best authors are studied for the purpose of identification ot 
rules and methods of procedure involved in the invention of a good 
piece of literature. 

Descriptions, narrations, and orations from the best authors are 
reproduced orally and in written form. 

Brief descriptions, narrations, and argumentations are written or 
given orally by the students. This is accomplished first by means of 
imitation, the student using the words, modes of expression, and logi- 
cal outline followed by a good author; later the student writes brief 
descriptions of natural objects or of character, narrates an incident 
with a simple plot, and argues for a principle or opinion for the purpose 
of convincing his hearers. 

The laws are noted—essential to theme-writing in the field of nar- 
ration, description, exposition and argumentation—which should be 
comprehended and applied by children “in the grades.” Students 
select and classify themes practicable for use with young people, this 
classification including both reproduction and invention in the four 
above forms of discourse. The teacher’s aims in teaching “theme writ- 
ing’ are discussed. The student prepares lessons for actual use; for 
instance, this may be an exposition for the sixth grade geography 
class, a narrative or story for the fourth grade language class, a 
description of the customs of a definite time or place for the seventh 
grade history class. It is thus seen that one aim of the work in Ad- 
vanced English, as outlined, is to have the student’s study of differ- 
ent forms of discourse be made practical for him as a future teacher. 
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Text:—Fletcher and Carpenter’s Theme Writing; Baldwin’s Speci- 
mens of Prose Narration; Brewster’s Specimens of Prose Description. 


ENGLISH GRAMMAR, PROFESSIONAL. 


The work with classes in Professional Grammar includes two 
definite lines. The first is academic in its character. This comprises 2 
review some of the essential facts of grammar, logical summaries of 
a few leading topics or units of grammar, the review and application of 
of the laws governing the correct usage of the parts of speech and the 
choice of inflected forms of words, and a careful analysis of a selection 
from some author noticeable for his vigorous and idiomatic use of 
English. 

The second is professional in its character. This includes the con- 
sideration of the following: The identification and application of 
pedagogical principles upon which instruction in grammar should be 
based, the proper use of the text-book of grammar, a complete and logi- 
cal classification of the subject-matter of grammar, a consideration of 
the devices to be used in the correction of oral and written work, the 
making of class-plans, the consideration of the character of the sen- 
tences to be selected for use in the class-room, the relation of literature 
to the study of Grammar. 


READING AND LANGUAGE. 


This work comprises: 
1. The discussion of the subject matter, aims, methods, and 
devices used in teaching reading in the grades. 


(a) Subject matter: 
Science, history, or literature basis. 
Vocabulary basis. 
Supplementary and sight reading. 


(b) Methods: 
Sentence method. 
Word method. 
Phonic method. 


II. Observation of training classes accompanies each step of the 
discussion. In these classes especial attention is given to the applica- 
tion of pedagogical principles in the teaching of reading. 

The work in language is purely professional in its character. 

It includes the consideration of the following: . The aims of lan- 
guage work with children, devices and methods to fulfill these aims, 
the scope of the subject-matter to be presented in language classes, 
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grouped under the headsof correct oral and written forms to be taught 
and subject-matter to be presented for purposes of reproduction by the 
children, a discussion of the part that literature, pictures, nature-study, 
the child’s own experiences, and topical work developed in other class- 
work should play in oral reproduction and theme-writing, when and 
how to correct children’s oral and written work. 

The student in the classin Professional Language observes and dis- 
cusses the class work of the critic teachers of the different departments 
of the Practice School, prepares class-plans for use in the class-room, 
makes a study of the art of successful story-telling and description, 
and prepares a course of study in language adapted to some one pri- 
mary or intermediate grade.

ADVANCED COURSE IN LITERATURE. 


Poetry, fiction, and essays of the past, are read not only for the : 
culture thus afforded, but for the purpose of comparing the past with 
the present in matter and technique; of finding out how much of the 
past material is used today and under what modifications; of fixing 
standards of judgment based upon wide reading. 
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MODERN AND JUVENILE LITERATURE. 


Consideration of the purpose, character, and scope of the work. 

1.—Purpose. To inculcate a love and a desire for reading, resulting in 
the habit of reading. To give information. To give power. To 
uplift, by giving new ideals and inspiration. To cultivate the 
taste. To teach children how to read and how to use books.

Examination of children’s books in mythology, travel and descrip- 
tion, adventure, history, science, fiction, and poetry, with a view to 
determine their values in different grades. Observation and experi- 
mental work in the lower grades, to determine the value of different 
kinds of literature at different stages of the child’s development; to find 
- out the interests and tastes of the children; to watch the workings of 
different methods and their adaptation to different conditions. 

The pedagogical principles upon which the instruction in literature 
has been based are identified and their application to the work consid- 
ered. Methods of instruction based upon these principles, and adapted 
to accomplish the purpose under varying conditions, are discussed. 


LIBRARY READING. 


In addition to the regular class work in Literature, each student is 
expected to do systematic reading throughout one year under the direc- 
tion of a teacher.

In carrying out this work, it is the aim to make the student’s pres- 
ent interests the basis which shall determine his immediate line of 
reading. If he is interested in fiction only, then he is given a list of 
works of fiction from which to select a book for this reading. The 
teacher aims to influence his selection without dictating it, with the 
purpose of leading him to see something of the lessons taught by the 
literature of fiction, and to awaken interest in other fields of litera- 
ture. 

If his present interest is in history, science, or other lines of work, 
a similar plan is pursued. If he has never read to any considerable 
extent and has no special taste for reading, an effort is made to direct 
him to that literature which takes hold of some interest which he now 
has and to broaden that interest. Starting with present interests nar- 
now in range, the effort is to broaden these interests, and through 
them to create new and wider interests. 

To carry out this plan the work is necessarily largely personal. 
For convenience, the school is divided into groups of from eight to ten 
students, who meet the teacher having this work in charge once each 
week as a group, to report upon their reading since the last meeting. 
The students in any group read along the same line, though perhaps no 
two read the same book. Lists of books are prepared which deal with 
the subject under consideration by each group; from these lists stu- 
dents select such books as they desire to read. The reports are oral. 
As the work progresses, students make up a written report showing 
the scope of their reading and something of the results. Students find 
this reading not a burden, but a means of culture and a source of pleas- 
ure. In carrying on this work, students have free access to the books 
in the Public Library of the city of Milwaukee.

There is a general supervision of the children’s reading both at 
home and in the school. The aims are to create the habit of reading, 
to cultivate a taste for good reading, and to teach the children how 
to read and to use books. At the same time the work affords excellent 
opportunities for observation and practice. 
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HISTORY. 


I. ENGLISH HISTORY. 


A twenty weeks’ course, five hours per week. This course or Bio!- 
ogy is required of all students in courses English A, English C, Primary 
and Intermediate, and Social Science. When taking it as an extra, one 
Imay enter the class any quarter in the year, and may take half or all 
of the course. 

a. Aims. ; 

The aims of the course are two-fold: (a) To give students a thor- 
ough grounding in the outlines of English History, as a foundation for 
further study and as.a preparation for teaching; (b) To give training 
in how to study history. The latter aim includes: (1) Training in 
the use of the text-book as a guide. (2) Training in the use of refer- 
ence books, including standard secondary authorities, special works, 
and originalsources. It is intended to make this course similar inscope 
to the usual elementary college course in English History, thus fitting 
students taking it for more advanced or special courses in the subject. 

b. Scope and Methods. 

A text-book is used as a guide (Larned, A History of England), but 
the major portion of the work consists of reference reading and lecture 
work. The general work of the class includes: (a) following the 
texts and lectures; (b) reading continuously some parallel account in 
a larger work, such as Green’s Short History of the English People, 
Gardiner’s Student’s History, Bright’s History of England, or the 
Epochs of English History series; (c) constant use of such collections 
of original materials as Kendall’s Source Book of English History, 
Colby’s Selections from the Sources of English History, Lee’s Source 
Book of English History, the University of Pennsylvania Translations 
and Reprints, ete. 

Besides this, students are encouraged and from time to time re- 
quired to do more extensive work in special authorities, biographies, 
and entire sources. The nearness of the Normal School to the Mil- 
waukee Public Library and the liberality of the latter in loaning books 
give excellent opportunity for this kind of work. The Normal School 
library contains numerous copies of the standard works and sources 
most used, but depends on the Public Library for the more special 
books,

The Anglo-Saxon Conquest. Alfred’s England—Anglo-Saxon Institu- 
tions. The Danish Invasion. The Norman Conquest and its Effects.

The Mer- 
cantile System and Colonial Expansion. The Industrial Revolution. 
The Growth of Democracy. The Modern British Empire. ; 

For review purposes longitudinal threads of development are 
studied, as: The development of Parliament. The development of ° 
county government. The development of the House of Lords. The 
growth of commerce. The development of industrial organization. 
The growth of British Colonial possessions, etc. 


II, PROFESSIONAL HISTORY. 


This is a twenty weeks’ course in United States History required 
in the junior year of all students except those who take the Kinder- 
garten course. The course is offered each half year. 

Aims: 
. 1. To train teachers in good methods of teaching and studying 
history. 

2. To cultivate a desire for historical reading. 

3. To give as thorough a course in the economic, social, and politi- 
cal history of the United States as is possible in the time given. 

It does not seem practical to give to students with but a high 
school preparation a course in History that is purely professional, 
therefore the professional and academic work are combined in such 
a way as to illustrate and emphasize the professional side by actual 
class work. 


SCOPE AND PLAN OF THE ACADEMIC WORK. 


The text-book used is Channing’s Student’s History of the United 
States. This is supplemented by extensive library reading on given 
topics. For this purpose the Normal Library is well supplied ‘with 
duplicates of the most important references, and the books of the Mil- 
waukee City Library are open to the use of the students, the books 
being brought to the Normal and used as long as desired. 

With the view of cultivating the spirit of historical investigation, 
each student is required to write an essay on some given topic, prepar- 
ing a careful bibliography and doing extensive reading, some part of 
which must be in original sources. 

Classes begin with the colonies and finish the work to 1844, or begin 
with the Formation of the Articles of Confederation and go through 
the Reconstruction period.

This preparation involves a selection of hero-stories from the 
standpoint of the essentials of a good hero-story, the outlining of 
stories to show order of logical development, the relating of stories, 
the conceiving of devices for the reproduction of the same in class 
recitation. The student is guided by the grades for which these stories 
are to be adapted. 

(h) Again, each student makes the needed preparation for the 
presentation of some important topic in History to be adapted to gram- 
mar or high school grades. This involves the preparation of plans to 
arouse thoughtful investigation and training of habits of reflection—- 
for instance, plans for the tracing of cause and effect, and comparison 
of like.events and institutions. Pedagogical principles upon which in- 
struction in History should be based are identified, and the mode of 
securing good results under varying conditions are discussed. 

8. Teacher’s Bibliography of History. 

All of the above subjects for consideration are not discussed with 
any one class, because of the lack of time to develop them adequately; 
but a selection is made from the list from quarter to quarter with the 
thought of varying the character of the work. The professional side of 
the study of History is taught not only to the classes pursuing the 
study of United States History, but also to the students in their study 
of English ‘History; taking this opportunity to make clear and def- 
inite their knowledge of theories of the art of teaching with the 
actual practice pursued in the class room from day to day in the study 
and development of a topic of History. 

The equivalent of two weeks’ time is spent in observing the teach- 
ing of History in the grades of the Training School. The class to be 
taught is brought before the observation class, who take notes on 
the recitation and make out written reports that are afterwards read 


and discussed. 
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ECONOMICS, CIVICS AND SOCIOLOGY, 


Twenty weeks of Political Economy and Civics are offered 
as elective in Group F.

I. THE GENERAL COURSE. 
a. Aims. 


1. To obtain a comprehensive view of the origin and growth of the 
American government, and also to comprehend the relation of 
each higher political unit in this government to those below it. 
(U. S., State, County, etc.) 

To gain an idea of the constitution as an outgrowth of the English 
embodiments, as developed by the life of the people, and as con- 
strued by Congress, by the Executive, and by the Courts.

3. To have the pupil understand his rights under the government 
and his duties as related to those rights; also, to cultivate in him 
a spirit which shall lead to an insistence upon the former and to 
a performance of the latter. 

b. Scope of Work. 

The following portions of Hinsdale’s American Government are 
made the basis: 
Introduction: The Science of Government. 

Part I. The making of the American Government. Here a hasty re- 
view is given, to fix in the pupils’ minds the essential facts 
relating to the origin and development of the Articles of 
Confederation and of the Constitution.

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Part III. Chapters XLIX-LIV, to give a review of the general resem- 
blances and differences in the State Governments. Empha- 
sis is placed on the Wisconsin Government.

II. THE COURSE FOR SOCIAL SCIENCE STUDENTS. 
a. Aim. ‘ . 

It is intended in this course to give all that is included in the gen- 
eral course, and besides, to give the students who are making a major 
study of Social Science, a comparative view of government, particularly 
of the English and American Systems, as well as to give them a more 
intensive study of American government than can be given in five 
weeks, 

b. Scope of Work. 

Text. Bryce’s American Commonwealth (Abridged). It has been 

found possible to study the entire book in ten weeks. 


ECONOMICS AND ECONOMIC HISTORY, 
I. ECONOMICS. 
a. Aim. 

1. To gain a knowledge of the subject both as a science and as 
an art; to diffuse satisfactory economic, historical and political knowl- 
edge. 

2. To create an interest in, and to secure a scientific study of 
the affairs of the day: Money question, expansion (economic aspect), 
tariff, etc. Present both sides. A 

3. To stimulate the ethical feelings. 

4. To summon to the pupil’s aid his fund of observation, expe- 
rience and (somewhat) crude generalization. 

5. To effect.a new correlation of the pupil’s mental acquirements. 

6. To secure culture as well as preparation for duties of active 
life. 

b. Scope of Work. 

Science and art, covering principles underlying production, ex- 
change, distribution and consumption of wealth. Also the application 
of these principles to subjects of tariff, money, etc. 

Texts: Laughlin, Walker, Thurston, Bullock, Davidson. 

c. Method of the How. 

Careful assignment of the lesson, summoning to the aid of the 
pupil in his preparation, such fund of observation, experience and 
crude generalization as he may possess. Have given such definitions 
only as are expressions of what the pupil can concrete into his own 
life. 
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Thought questions given to be answered as far as possible from 
the pupil’s own observation, experience and knowledge. 
d. Method of the What. 

The texts are followed to obtain technical knowledge of the 
definitions and principles. Different industrial plants in the city are 
visited to study the practical aspects of these principles. Supple- 
menting the more important topics, students report upon these sub- 
jects as they are treated in other works in the school and the city 
libraries. 

Magazine articles bearing upon these questions are read once in 
two weeks. Pupils make outlines of the articles read. These are 
placed upon the board or given orally and serve as the basis for the 
recitation. To a limited extent poems like Moritz Grudman’s “The 
Songs of a Worker,” by Arthur O’Shaugnessy, are read by students. 

Definitions of terms found in the texts and in the methods of cor- — 
recting and marking examination papers. 


Il. ECONOMIC HISTORY OF ENGLAND. 
a. Aims. 


To show that our present economic organization is the outgrowth . 
of the life of the past, and that economic conditions are constantly 
changing. 

To show that, as a result of the above facts, economic laws and 
principles, being placed on a more or less definite set of conditions, 
cannot be true for all time, but must change with conditions. 

To teach the historical method of inquiry in studying present- 
day economics, aS a supplement to deductive reasoning; and to give a 
better appreciation of present-day phenomena by knowing the devel- 
opment and by a familiarity with periods when present-day character- 
istics were lacking. 

To instill into pupils the conservative spirit in judging present-day 
conditions. 

b. Scope. : 

Text, Gibbin’s Industrial History of England. Constant use is 
made of such books as Cunningham’s Outlines of English Industrial 
History, Cunningham’s Growth of English Industry and Commerce, 
Gibbin’s History of Commerce in Europe, Ashley’s Economic History, 
Cheyney’s Social Changes in England during the Sixteenth Century, 
Warner’s Landmarks in English Industrial History, J. E. T. Rogers’ 
Economic Interpretation of History, Cheyney’s Introduction to the 
Social and Industrial History of England. The following topics fur- 
nish a basis for the course: 
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Purpose, scope and matter of Economic History. The economic 
stages of.man’s development. The physical geography of England. 
Trade and industry of England before the Norman Conquest. The 
.economic organization of Medizval England. (a) Country life—the 
manor. (b) Town life—the town, the gild merchant, the craft gild. 
Development of Medieval trade: The Crusades; the staple; the steel- 
yard; the Venetian fleet; fairs and markets. Export of wool. Devel- 
opment of Medizval industry; Rise of the textile industry; foreigners 
in England. Break up of the Medizval organization. (a) Country 
life—The Black Death, Peasants’ Revolt, Enclosures, Dissolution of 
Monasteries and Confiscation of gild lands. (b) Town life—Changes 
in organization of trade and industry. The Domestic System of indus- 
try. The Mercantile System and colonial expansion. The Agrarian 
Revolution of the 18th century. The Industrial Revolution, its char- 
acteristics and its effects. Remedies by legislation and by the organ- 
ization of labor. A summary of the development of modern charac- 
teristics of economic life. 

In this course the class follows the text, which is supplemented by 
lectures and student topics. Throughout the course effort is made to 
Keep clearly in view at each period, questions of (a) Food supply— 
agriculture. (b) Industrial organization. (c) Commercial develop- 
ment. (d) Money and finance. (e) Political and moral ideals that 
have been influenced in shaping the industrial structure of society. 


SOCIOLOGY, 


a. Aims. 

1. To train the student to observe more closely the social condi- 
tions by which he is surrounded, and to relate these to his school 
work and to the community in which he is to teach. 

2. To make better citizens by leading pupils to place social inter- 
ests above individual interests. 

3. To lead the pupil to see the relation of the significant social 
facts, thus training his judgment. 

4. To spur the pupil to a curiosity about facts with reference 
to which it is desirable to form conclusions. 

5. To make the pupil see the necessity for forming careful judg- | 
ment. 

6. To secure greater sympathy and broader judgment concerning 
those by whom he is surrounded. 

7. To relate this subject to history, civics and geography. 

8. To create in the student a love for reading and studying this 
subject farther. 
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b. Scope of Work. 

Junior Year; Small and Vincent’s Introduction to Society. 

Senior Year; Gladden’s Social Facts and Forces, Wright’s Practical 
Sociology, Ely’s Socialism and Social Reform. 
c. Method of the How. 
. Follow texts as guides, concreting the work with the student’s 
past or present experiences. The student’s past experience is ap- 
pealed to for illustration of the definitions and principles which he 
learns from his texts. He makes a special study of the Rescue Mis- 
sion, the docks, a particular street, etc., to further study sociological 
principles. He is urged to supplement his own experience by reading 
books containing the experience of others. Relate the work con- 
stantly to history. 


PUBLIC FINANCE. 


Ten weeks, four times per' week. Open to Social Science Seniors. 

Text: Daniels, the Elements of Public Finance. 

References most frequently used: Plehn, Introduction to the 
Public Finance; Bastable, Public Finance; Adams, the Science of 
Finance; Seligman, Essays in Taxation; Ely, Taxation in American 
States and Cities; Howe, Taxation and Taxes under the Internal Rey- 
enue System. 

The aim of this course is to present the fundamental principles 
of public needs and public revenues, with special emphasis on present 
problems in taxation, in which direction lie some of the most needed 
public reforms. Following is an outline of the main topics consid- 
ered: 

OUTLINE. 

I. Introductory: (a) The nature, theoretical and practical 
bearings of Public Finance. (b) The historical develop- 
ment of financial systems. (c) The characteristics of mod- 
ern financial systems. 

Il. Government expenditure. (a) The province of public enter- 
prise. Theories stated. (b) Modern extension of public 
activity and consequent increase of public needs. (c) 
Analysis of federal, state and local expenditure in the 
United States, and comparison with foreign countries. 

Ill. Government Income. (a) Classes of public income. (b) 
Definition and classification of each. (c) The real and 
apparent burden of taxation. (Shifting and incidence.) 
(d) The equitable distribution of taxes. (e) The practi- 
cal workings of the various kinds of taxes. (f) State taxa- 
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tion in the United States (mainly direct). (g) Federal 
taxation (mainly indirect). 1. Internal Revenue. 2. Cus- 
toms Duties. (h) The income tax. Inheritance taxes. 
(i) Public income from (quasi-economic sources. (j) The 
state’s contractual income—state industry. (k) Municipal 
monopolies. 3 

IV. Financial Administration. (a) Public debts. (b) Financial 
Legislation. (¢c) Our monetary system and the federal 
treasury. 
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PHYSICAL SCIENCE, 


PHYSICS, 


The course in Physics will run through the forty weeks of the 
school year. Mechanics, heat, sound, light and electricity will be 
taken up in the order mentioned; the work will be so arranged that 
students who have but twenty weeks required in physics can take half 
of the course as a complete unit. Ten hours a week is devoted to the 
work, which is divided between laboratory and recitation work; 
about forty experiments are completed, which are mostly quanti- 
tative in nature. The experiments are done in duplicate and 
reported upon as soon as completed; they must be repeated until the 
duplicates show a small percentage of error. Care in experimentation 
and accuracy of calculation are insisted on as essential to completing 
the course. 

The laboratory has very complete equipment for individual work; 
students work in pairs at individual desks, using the:apparatus of the 
desk; where experiments demanding more expensive apparatus are 
performed, special material is taken from the very complete general 
equipment. 

Those students who enter theschool without having had any physics 
will be required to take a course of ten weeks of elementary physics 
if they elect a course in which physics is not otherwise required. 

Text-books: The equivalent of Avery’s School Physics or Gage’s 
Elements of Physics. 


CHEMISTRY. 


Elementary Course.—The laboratory facilities of the school are 
ample to give students a complete equipment for individual work. 
This includes scales and apparatus for simple quantitative work. The 
usual course of General Chemistry is given in the first half of the 
work, being upon the general theory and the non-metallic elements 
and their compounds. During the latter part of the course especial 
emphasis is placed upon the metals, their occurrence, method of ex- 
traction from ores, and use in the arts. Ten hours a week for twenty- 
weeks. 

Especial emphasis is laid upon the practical application of chemi- 
cal principles, as applied in manufacturing, industrial process, medi- 
cine, ete. 

Text-book: Storer and Lindsay. 
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Qualitative Analysis.—A twenty .weeks’ course is given in qualita- 
tive analysis, which will enable the student to detect the common 
metals and acids. Ten hours a week for twenty weeks. 

Text-book. Noyes’ Qualitative Analysis. 


PHYSIOGRAPHY AND GEOGRAPHY. 


Twenty weeks of Physiography is required in.all courses. 

The twenty weeks’ course in Physiography will involve a careful 
study of the principles of physical geography and the genesis and 
relations of earth forms. The relation of the subject to geography 
teaching will be especially emphasized and considerable attention 
given to study of the environments of Milwaukee in field excursions. 

The course in Geology will begin with a study of the minerals and 
rocks. The laboratory is especially well supplied with mineral and 
and rock collections, including the Educational Set furnished by the 
U. S. Government, and the surrounding country affords facilities for 
making very interesting personal collections. A good petrographical 
microscope and a set of thin sections enables the student to get an 
idea of the finer structure of the rocks. 

Historical, geology is represented by a small collection of fossils, 
which, however, is supplemented by the ample collections of the city 
museum, always accessible to students of the school. ‘The vicinity of 
Milwaukee furnishes excellent illustrations of glacial action. Sev- 
eral quarries in the Niagara limestones, and a cement quarry in the 
Hamilton rock, afford facilities for studying typical exposures and 
fossils. 

The school possesses a large supply of lantern slides, maps, 
topographic and physical, coast charts, models, ete., used in illustrat- 
ing physiographic and geological processes. Frequent excursions to 
points of interest form a prominent part of the course in geology. 

Texts: Dana’s Revised Text-book of Geology, Scott’s Introduc- 
tion to Geology, Tarr’s Elementary Physical Geography, Davis’ Physi- 
eal Geography. 


PROFESSIONAL GEOGRAPHY. 


The purpose of this course is to train students to teach geography 
in the grades. To this end the following phases of the subject are 
emphasized: 

(a) The special province which geography occupies in the ele- 
mentary curriculum, i. e., the social interpretation of the physical 
features of the earth; the interaction between man and nature. 

(b) The subject-matter of grammar school Geography. In the 
academic work those-regions of the United States which have afforded 
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great industrial opportunity are studied in detail. The attempt here 
is to gradually discover the essential and typical notions which are 
the basis of all subsequent work, as well as to fix definitely in mind 
the physical and social facts of the district under consideration. The 
study of the United States is concluded by a careful review from the 
standpoint of cereals, live stock, cotton, iron and coal, and our com- 
mercial relations with Europe, South America and the East. A gen- 
eral view of Europe with reference to physical controls, precedes a 
more careful study of five or six of the leading European states, giv- 
ing especial attention to the characteristic industrial activity of each. 

Several periods are devoted to the geography of Wisconsin. 

(c) Methods. Although the treatment of the above subject- 
matter affords constant. opportunity for the consideration of method, 
a definite portion of the time is reserved for the discussion of general 
and special questions involved in the conduct of the recitation, and 
the selection of matter, viz.: home geography, transition to world 
geography, excursions, the use of texts and reference books. A lim- 
ited number of periods are spent in the observation and discussion of 
geography teaching in the model school. Practice in map drawing, 
chalk and sand modeling, and the preparation of various kinds of 
illustrative material, is required of each student. 
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BIOLOGICAL SCIENCE. 


BOTANY, 


The work in Botany forms the major subject in this group. The 
regular plant work covers a period of twenty weeks and courses are 
begun both at the beginning and the middle of the year. The pur-_ 
poses of the work are not so much to impart a body of knowledge as 
to train the attention, observation, memory, judgment and expression, 
the latter by means of both oral and written exercises and by draw- 
ing. 

The scope of the work includes the development of the plant 
body from the-simple unicellular forms to the complex forms met 
with on every hand. Special effort is made to familiarize the student 
with the commoner forms of the lower plants. The work is largely 
laboratory work. 


ADVANCED BOTANY. 


For the sake of students who are preparing to teach in High 
School grades, a ten weeks’ course of Advanced Botany is given during 
the third quarter. A part of this work is based on the Elements of 
Botany, with special reference to teaching. 

In additon to this, work is given in methods of preparing mate- 
rial; section cutting, with razor and with regular microtome, killing, 
fixing, hardening, straining, embedding and mounting in glycerine 
jelly and balsam. 

A series of lectures also is given on the plant in relation to its 
environment. 

In the general work no text-book is used. 

A short course in the use of Gray’s or other manual is given, as 
supplementary to the other work, whenever possible. 


ZOOLOGY, 


A twenty weeks’ course in Zoology is offered each year and forms 
a minor subject in thisgroup. The purposes and scope of the work are 
essentially the same as in the regular work in botany. Laboratory 
work is given on both invertebrate and vertebrate forms. 


PHYSIOLOGY, 


The course in Physiology is intended to lead students to see the 
interdependence of the organs and systems of the human body in 
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carrying on the life processes. As much anatomy and histology is 
studied as is essential to understand how the various organs work and 
under what conditions they most easily and naturally perform their 
functions. 

In connection with the study of respiration, digestion, circulation 
and foods, considerable experimental work is done. 

Attention is given to methods of teaching physiology in the 
grades and in the High School. 

The .department is well equipped with prepared slides for work 
in the microscopic structure of the common tissues, with charts, with 
prepared human tissue, and with a set of Bock-Steger anatomical 
models. 

Texts: Martin, Overton, Colton, Kirke, Waller, Schafer, Foster, 
Rettger, Jegi. 


NATURE STUDY, 


This course of ten weeks is intended to put the student in posses- 
sion of a knowledge of common objects in nature that shall enable 
him to make the most of his environment in teaching in primary and 
grammar grades. 

The scope of the work is intended to cover the common plants 
and animals of this region, and such forms of the corals, sponges, 
jelly-fishes, molluscs, etc., as are apt to be found in the literature of 
the grades. 

Content of the course: 

1.* Plant Life. Identification of about thirty of our common 
trees in winter form and in leaf; a study of seeds and seedlings; a 
series of experiments in plant physiology to show some of the func- 
tions of root, stem and leaf; seed dispersal; woods. 

2. Animal Life. Identification of about one hundred Wisconsin 
birds; bird habits, economic value and literature; common insects, 
their larve, pupz, cocoons, etc; other common animals, their habits, 
and literature concerning them. 

3. Field Work. As much field work as possible will be done in 
the neighborhood of the school, in the city parks and in the woods. 


AGRICULTURE. 
The purpose of this course is to give instruction in the elements 
of the science. , 
Content of the course: 
1. Soils, origin, kinds of soil and character of each, relation of 
each to water, air, temperature, modification and improvement of 
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LATIN AND GERMAN, 


The special aim in these courses is to give students who have had 
four years’ work in Latin or two years’ work in German an addi- 
tional two years’ reading in advanced classics, and a professional 
training such as will enable them to teach these languages in High 
Schools. 


LATIN, 
JUNIOR YHAR. 


First Term: Cicero’s De Senectute and De Amicitia. 
Second Term: Livy, Books XXI and XXII. Prose Composition 
based on Livy. 
SENIOR YEAR. 


First Term: Horace, Odes and Satires (selected) and De Arie 
Poetica. Essay by each member of the class on some topic of Roman 
Antiquities. 

Second Term: Roman life in prose and verse. Study of Roman 
Literature. Tacitus, Annals. Review and drill in Grammar and Com- 
position. Methods of teaching Latin and High School Reviews. 


GERMAN, 
JUNIOR YEAR. 

First Term: Review and drill in Grammar. Bernhardt’s Prose 
Composition. Leander’s Traumereien reproduced orally and in writ- 
ing. Schiller’s Wilhelm Tell. A 

Second Term: Bernhardt’s Prose complete. Grammar drill. Von 
Klenze’s Deutsche Lyrik. Heine’s Harzreise. 


SENIOR YEAR. 


First Term: Joynes-Meissner Grammar complete. Prose Com- 
position. Critical study of Lessing. Minna von Barnhelm. Nathan 
der Weise. Survey of German Literature, readings and reports oral 
and written. : : 

Second Term: Critical study of Goethe. Dichtung and Wahrheit. 
Hermann and Dorothea. Faust Part I. “ 


ADVANCED GERMAN COURSE. 


This course is offered to those able to read and write German 
fluently, who wish especially to prepare themselves to teach German. 








GYMNASIUM. 
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First Term: Study of German Literature, with most time and 
emphasis upon the classic period. The best classics of Goethe, 
Schiller and Lessing studied from a professional point of view. 

Second Term: Theory and Art of Teaching German. This con- 
sists of a study of the principles upon which the teaching of German 
is based and the methods of teaching it, followed by practice work. 
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MATHEMATICS, 


ALGEBRA. 


The work in this branch covers the following subjects: simple 
and quadratic equations, theory of exponents, radicals, theory of equa- 
tions, series and logarithms. 

Texts: Wells, Downey. 


GEOMETRY. 


Study in this subject consists of original work in solid geometry 
through the sphere. 

The basis of work is a pamphlet prepared by the teacher, con- 
taining tentative propositions or queries to be proved by reference to 
data furnished in the form of classified propositions of plane geometry 
and definitions of solid geometry. .The object is to hedge the student 
into undivided consideration of the question, “How organize facts 
known to me so that through them I may arrive at the desired con- 
clusion?” or, “How can I organize known facts so as to attain truths 
not as yet revealed to me?” It is hoped that he may in this way, 
under guidance, acquire a habit of independent and accurate reason- 
ee LEON 

Attention is incidentally given to exact and clear expression of 
thought. 


TRIGONOMETRY, 


After the principles have been unfolded with the greatest brevity 
consistent with simplicity and clearness, all the formule for the dif- 
ferent functions are derived by the student himself. 

Constant attention is directed to the motives underlying the pro- 
cesses employed, and to the development of habits of logical thought 
and of successful search for desired truths. Interesting problems are 
selected with a view to awaken real love on the part of the student 
for the study. 

Text: Wentworth. 


PROFESSIONAL ARITHMETIC. 


The aim in this subject is to systematize and extend the student’s 
knowledge of academic arithmetic that he may: 

1. Comprehend fully its basic principles and secure greater in- 
sight into arithmetical relations and processes for the purpose of 
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enabling him to determine quickly what should be done in a particu- 
lar problem or case. 

3 2. Firmly fix habits of accuracy, neatness and systematic ar- 
rangement of written work. . 

3. Develop greater rapidity in operating and power to state solu- 
tions in clear, concise language. 

4. Comprehend and appreciate the educational value of arith- 
metic: 

(a) As a utilitarian study. 

(b) As an instrumental study. 
(c) Asa disciplinary study. 

(d) Asa culture and ethical study. 

5. Have power to determine what topics should be taught, to ar- 
range these in their logical sequence, and to separate them into suit- 
able units for recitations in order to make the transition from the old 
to the related new as easy as possible for the pupil. 

6. Develop skill in analyzing the unit for the purpose of deter- 
mining what must be known or done by the pupil in order to mas- 
ter it. 

7. Acquire power to select the new, discern the relation of the 
old to the related new, and to discuss, exemplify and devise approved 
methods of teaching, drilling, testing and assignment of lessons. 

8. Know and appreciate the psychological and pedagogical laws 
upon which progress in this subject depends and know how to apply 
them. 

. After discussing the educational value of the subject and the 
topics to be taught, the topics are separated into suitable units. 
These are then made the basis of Lesson Plans. A number are formu- 
lated in class for the purpose of exemplification. The students then 
formulate other plans on assigned topics, and also separate topics into 
suitable units for work. The plans are read and discussed in class; 
methods of teaching the points involved are exemplified, and basic 
psychological and pedagogical principles pointed out. 

Needed academic reviews are taken in connection with the pro- 
fessional work on the topics, where they also serve the purpose of 
exemplifying methods and principles. 
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DRAWING, 


The purpose in this work is to give the student power to use 
Drawing as a means of expression in all subjects, and also to train 
him in such a way that he may know how to present the subject to 
pupils. 

In the courses requiring twenty weeks of drawing, the work in- 
cludes freehand perspective, light and shade, simple constructive 
drawings, and elementary design. Blackboard sketching is given two 
days each week, and this is of a character to assist in presenting geog- 
raphy, history, language and other subjects. 

In the courses requiring thirty weeks of drawing, more time is 
given to blackboard sketching, and water colors and clay modeling 
are carried far enough to enable the student to teach any such work 
likely to be required in the public schools. 
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EXPRESSION, 


The aim in this department is to give the student a knowledge 
of the principles of the art of Expression, practical drill in reading 
classic literature as well as the literature taught in the graded 
schools, extemporaneous speaking and debating and voice training 
so that, in any later platform work, whether reading, teaching or 
lecturing, he may understand how to dominate an audience, control 
his voice and realize its right use, understand the bearing of the body 
and principles of gesture, and say what he has to say simply and 
directly. 

Vocal expression is the co-ordination of mind, body and voice in 
the utterance of thought; hence the training in this work is divided 
into three parts, but all correlated. First, there is the training of the 
mind. Various pieces of classic literature are studied to develop the 
imaginative, sympathetic and logical instincts in delivery. Lyric and 
dramatic forms of poetry, descriptive, narrative and conversational 
prose, are studied progressively. Imagination is stimulated in order 
to strengthen and enrich the vocal expression of thought, it being a 
fact that one cannot express what he does not first see and feel within. 
If one thinks clearly he will express clearly. Impression precedes ex- 
pression, and therefore much attention is given to awakening the 
imaginative faculty of receiving impressions. After this is accom- 
plished, attention is given to the technique of expression, i. e., phras- 
ing, pausing, methods of emphasis and inflections. However, the 
fundamental principle of clear thinking and true feeling is never 
lost sight of, for from this come the best results. 

With the training of the imagination comes the training of the 
voice. All who teach must appreciate the value of a good speaking 
voice and must realize the necessity of having it under proper con- 
trol. Technical work is given for development in this line, the aii 
being to retain the personality of each voice, to free it from limitation 
and acquired faults and to bring out its latent strength and purity, 
to put it into such condition that it may adequately meet all the de- 
mands made on it in teaching and speaking. 

The third aspect of training is physical. Only so much of this 
is given as to enable the student to bear himself well before his 
school or audience. 

In all these lines the drill work is made as individual as possible, 
and personal criticism given. The aim of all the work is to enable 
the student to deliver with simplicity and strength the thought of an 
author or an individual opinion. 
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PHYSICAL TRAINING, 


Systematic work in Physical Training is carried on during the 
entire course. A well-equipped gymnasium with convenient dressing- 
rooms, lockers and baths furnishes excellent facilities for regular 
physical exercises by all students. In addition to the physical train- 
ing given in the gymnasium, students are given instruction in the 
theory of the Swedish system of gymnastics and are required to re- 
duce the theory to practice in handling classes in gymnastics in the 
Training School. The work of student teachers with these classes 
comprises exercises in the gymnasium and in the regular school 
rooms without. apparatus, under such conditions as are found in the 
ordinary class room. \ 

Provision is thus made for the physical development and training 
of students during their course and for the professional training 
needed to fit them to care for the physical training of their pupils. 

While the Swedish system is most largely used, instruction is 
given during the senior year in both the practice and the theory of the 
German and Delsarte systems. 

Realizing the importance of play in the development of child life, 
a systematic course in games, adapted to schoolroom and playground, 
has been introduced in the fall term of the senior year. Also, for 
those taking the Kindergarten course, one term of work especially 
adapted for developing grace of movement in the kindergarten games 
is substituted for one term of the regular gymnastics. 

Various clubs for tennis, basket-ball, hand-ball, base-ball, foot-ball, 
walking and cycling are organized as adjuncts to the systematic gym- 
nasium work and for the purpose of interesting pupils in healthful 
recreation. 

The gymnasium suit consists of a dark blue blouse and full 
bloomers for the women, and negligee shirt and blue flannel trousers 
for the men. Rubber soled shoes are necessary for both. The suits 
cost about $4.00, and may better be procured after reaching the 
school, as in large quantities they can be purchased at a lower price. 
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THE LIBRARY, 


Ten years ago the reference library of the Milwaukee Nor- 
mal School occupied a small room in the old part of the building 
and then numbered fifteen hundred volumes. | 

When the addition to the building was completed in 1895, 
the library was moved to a more spacious room on the second 
floor. 

- Beautiful pictures on the walls, pretty carpets on the floor, 
statuary in convenient nooks, and easy chairs scattered about the 
room, as well as an air of quiet, all serve to make the library an 
inviting place for both faculty and students. 

The reference room contains at present about 9,000 volumes, 
and has an average circulation of 3,600 bound volumes per 
month. 151 current magazines and 7 daily papers are taken; 
these have an average circulation of 600: per month. 

The Cutter system of Classification is used, and there is a 
very full dictionary catalogue. Poole’s Index, Cumulative Index, 
the “A. L. A.” Index and other helps, make the library accessi- 
ble to all. The librarians are always at hand to help students in 
the selection of books. _ 

It has been the policy of the library for several years to 
mount pictures taken from various magazines and obtained from 
other sources. The library now contains 4,500 pictures and a 
special picture catalogue. Students may borrow these pictures 
at any time for use in their practice teaching. 

The library is open to the use of the students during regular . 
session days from 8 A. M. to 5 P. M., and three hours on Satur- 
days. 


LIBRARY METHODS. 


The aim in the course in Library Methods is to enable the 
students to organize the Township and High School libraries in 
the schools into which they go.. 

A small library well organized is of much greater value than 
a large number of books grouped together regardless of subject, 
and a dictionary catalogue is indispensable to the best use of 
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books. There is a growing demand for students prepared to do 
this work. 

The instruction follows the treatment which each book 
should receive from the time of its purchase until it is ready for 
the shelf: selection, mechanical preparation, accessioning, classi- 
fication, shelf-listing, cataloguing and repairing. 

The Township Library books are used for the practice work, 
and at the end of the ten weeks each student has a catalogue of 
from forty to fifty books selected from the list to illustrate the 
different points in cataloguing, which it is necessary to know in 
the average Township or High School library. 

The work requires the time of the student for from five to 
six hours a week, two hours for class work and four for practical 
work in the library. | 

The following is the scope of the work: 

1. Township and High School lists. Law regarding purchase of 
books. Selection of books from lists for purchase. 

2. Mechanical preparation. Opening, labeling, collecting, pur- 
chasing. 

3. Accessioning. 

4, Classification. Both the Dewey and Cutter systems are studied 
and each student classifies a selected list of books from the Township 
list. 

5. Catalcguing. Dictionary catalogue of fifty books from Town- 
ship fist. 

6. Repairing. Simple methods of repair. 

7. Pictures. Sources, mounting, classification. 

8. Reference books. (a) Short history of the book—how made, 
its binding and care. A visit to some bindery should be made while 
studying this topic. (b) Aids in the selection of books. (c) Ency- 
clopedias: general and special characteristics. (d) Dictionaries: com- 
parison of differences as to quality and scope. (e) Hand-books of 
general information. (f) Atlases and gazetteers. (g) Indexes to peri- 
odical literature. (h) Other indexes and theory of indexing. (i) 
Bibliographies. (j) Almanacs and other statistical manuals. 


READING ROOM, 

The reading room contains the principal newspapets, monthly 
magazines, and educational journals. It is sustained by the stu- 
dents and Faculty, and is an important auxiliary to the school.

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KINDERGARTEN DEPARTMENT. 


GENERAL INFORMATION, 


The Milwaukee State Normal School is one of the few norma: 
schools in the country and the only one in Wisconsin that offers 
a kindergarten training course equal in requirements to any of 
the courses offered in the school.. 

The course is intended to meet the needs of students who de- 
sire to fit themselves for kindergarten work, and is especially de- 
signed to meet the demand for thoroughly trained kindergart- 
ners for the public schools. As there are over fifty cities in Wis- 
consin which have adopted the kindergarten as a part of the 
school system, the demand for such kindergartners is constantly 
in excess of the supply. 

The general conception underlying the course is that accept- 
able kindergarten work at the present time can be done only on 
the basis of thorough scholarship in all the branches that bear 
upon kindergarten work. The kindergarten has passed the 
period of experiment, but it must justify its place in the school 
system by actual results. To secure these the kindergartner 
needs an insight into the general principles of education and the 
best methods of applying them, as well as a knowledge of educa- 
tion in the kindergarten proper. 


ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS. 


A four years’ high school course or its equivalent is required for 
entrance. Students who have not completed a high school course may 
be admitted by the presentation of an Elementary Certificate from 
any of the Wisconsin Normal Schools, or by passing a satisfactory ex- 
amination in the following branches: 


Arithmetic. Geography. 
Composition. Algebra. 

English Grammar. Civil Government. 
Literature. — Physiology. 

U. S. History. Reading. 

Physics. Geometry. 


English or General History. 
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Credit will be given for work done in colleges or universities, and 
standings on State Certificates granted by the State Board of Exam- 
iners will be accepted in branches required for admission.

SPECIAL ADVANTAGES, 


The Milwaukee Normal School offers exceptional advantages 
for those who wish to prepare themselves for kindergarten work. 
Though the scholarship idea is emphasized throughout the 
course, it is not to the neglect of the work along purely kinder- 
garten lines. The instructions given in the theoretical work of 
the kindergarten is up-to-date and thorough, the opportunities 
for the observation of kindergarten work are excellent, and the 
practice teaching required is of a high order. The mission kin- 
dergartens of the Milwaukee Mission Kindergarten Association 
are allied with the Normal School for purposes of observation 
and practice. There are four of these kindergartens supported 
by the Association in the poorer districts of the city, though prac- 
tice work is done in but two of them. The number of children 
enrolled in each is from sixty to seventy-five. Since each of 
these kindergartens is a center for neighborhood work of the 
Social Settlement type, students have the opportunity of becoming 
familiar with the management of the children’s clubs, mothers’ 
meetings, day nurseries, and public play grounds. Many of the 
students in other courses as well as those in the kindergarten 
course availed themselves of these opportunities the past year, 
and received a practical initiation into current sociological prob- 
lems, besides rendering needed and effective social service. 
Since a part of the required practice teaching is done in these 
kindergartens, the students become thoroughly familiar with the 
needs of children of different social grades and the best methods 
of meeting them. 

In addition to the above named advantages there are others 
equally important. The opportunities for the observation of, 
and instruction in, grade work are as adequate as those for ob- 
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servation along kindergarten lines. The student is thus led to 
see the relation between the kindergarten work and that of the 
primary school, and to see the development of the child as a con- 
tinuous process. 

The many other courses offered in the school give the pros- 
pective kindergartner a fine opportunity to broaden her schol- 
arship if her time permits. Those who have taken some of the 
required work elsewhere may take up work in social science, ped- 
agogy, history, literature or the sciences. 


LEGAL QUALIFICATION OF KINDERGARTNERS, 


The Kindergarten Course offered by the Milwaukee Normal 
School has an especial significance since it forms the standard 
for the legal qualifications of kindergartners throughout the 
state. Students completing the course satisfactorily will receive 
a diploma which legally entitles them to teach for one year in any 
kindergarten supported by public funds. After one year of suc- 
cessful experience the diploma may be countersigned by the 
State Superintendent, and it then becomes a Life Certificate. 

Until recently there had been no definite law by which kinder- 
gartners other than graduates of the Milwaukee Normal could 
obtain the legal qualifications required for service in the public 
schools. Since the quality of kindergarten work is as important 
to the public as the quality of other educational work, the Leg- 
islature of 1901 enacted a law for the qualification of kindergart- 
ners, which briefly summarized is as follows: The holder of a 
diploma from any kindergarten training school whose course of 
instruction is equivalent to that of the Milwaukee State Normal 
School may have such diploma countersigned by the State Super- 
intendent, under proper conditions. Those not having diplomas 
or those having diplomas that cannot be countersigned by the 
provisions of the above law, will be obliged to pass an exam- 
ination to obtain the required legal qualification. The certifi- 
cates thus granted are of three grades, known as first, second, and 
third. (See School Laws of Wisconsin, 1901.) From corre- 
spondence it is learned that a number of kindergartners in the 
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State who have had but partial training are considering the advis- 
ability of completing their training at the Milwaukee Normal 
School in the near future, and thus obtaining a life certificate. 
To all such the Milwaukee Normal School wishes to say that it 
will make every effort to meet their needs. Work done else- 
where will receive credit in so far as it is equivalent to that done 
in the Milwaukee Normal School; successful experience will be 
recognized; and graduate courses will be organized if there is 
sufficient demand for them. Since there are frequent calls for 
kindergartners of experience to introduce the work in localities 
where it has not yet been undertaken, there is every inducement 
for such persons to complete the course at Milwaukee. 


THE COURSE OF STUDY. 


The course is as follows, the work being estimated on the basis 
of five recitations per week in each subject, each recitation period 
being forty-five minutes in length: Four subjects at a time are 
allowed, except when students are engaged in practice. Then, two 
subjects constitute the required amount of work.

EXPLANATION OF COURSE. KINDERGARTEN THEORY, 


The fundamental requisites of the good kindergartner are sympa- 
thetic insight into the nature of the child, and an adequate mas- 
tery of the kindergarten instrumentalities, such as games, songs, 
stories, gifts and occupations. Kindergarten instruction therefore 
falls into two well-marked lines, the purpose of the first being to 
give the needed insight into child-life, and that of the second to ac- 
quaint the student with the above named means for the child’s devel- 
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opment. The work along both lines is taken up during the Junior 
Year, the first being Known as “Kindergarten Theory,” and the second 
as “Kindergarten Technics.” The work in Kindergarten Theory is 
the correlating center of the whole Kindergarten course, since an 
insight into child nature is the foundation of all work that is truly 
educative, and a knowledge of the technical part has no value with- 
out it. 

The work in Theory is carried on by means of observation of 
children in the kindergarten or home, by the reading of Froebel’s 
Mother Plays and other child-study literature, by the discussion of 
reminiscences of the student’s own childhood, and the summarizing of 
results arrived at. From it the students are led to discover for them- 
selves the principles upon which kindergarten procedure is based. 

Among the topics taken up are the following: The periods in 
a child’s development—infancy, early childhood and later childhood; 
impulses and interests; the senses and their development; the ner- 
vous system of the growing child; imitation and its value in educa- 
tion; the formation of habits; the dawn of reason; the development of 
the moral sense; methods of control; play and its significance; the 
social interest; the constructive interest; the esthetic interest; the 
nature interest; the gradual change from the play interest to the 
interest in doing and learning as means to an end, and many others. 


~ KINDERGARTEN TECHNICS, 


With such an insight into child nature, the organized play of the 
kindergarten, taken up in the work in Kindergarten Technics, be- 
comes readily intelligible. In the study of the kindergarten play 
material known as the “gifts,” the child’s nursery play with balls and 
blocks is first considered, and students are led to see that such play 
might be made more educative by a modification of the customary 
toys. In this way Froebel’s gifts are rediscovered, and the kinder- 
garten method of using ‘them is made clear... The “occupations” are 
taken up in a similar manner, the nursery use of clay, pencils, scis- 
sors, ete., being considered, and a study. of the organized materials 
known as occupations—clay, paper, cardboard, etc., following. Each 
is ecnsidered as a means of expression, hence the weaving, paper-fold- 
ing, cutting, painting, are not taken up in the customary form of 
“schools of work,” but always with reference to the group of ideas 
to be expressed by their means. Hence the gifts and related occu- 
pations are always taken up with reference to each other and to the 
program in which they are to be used. 
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The manner of instruction in the above work is similar to that in 
the course in Kindergarten Theory. Students write original gift and 
occupation exercises showing how specified educational aims are to 
be realized, and carry them out with their fellow-students as child- 
ren. Discussion and criticism follows. The same general plan is car- 
ried out in the instruction in the kindergarten games. 


ART, 


The work in Kindergarten Technics is closely related to the art 
course, taken under the general term of Drawing. While kindergarten 
students need the same general instruction in drawing and related 
forms of expression that other students require, their particular need 
of skill in the use of water colors, clay, and blackboard sketch- 
ing differentiates their work from that of others. The emphasis is 
placed upon the features which work with little children requires. 


MUSIC. 


The kindergartner’s musical needs are met by a twenty weeks’ 
course in Vocal Music. Persons entering the kindergarten course 
must have a fair degree of musical ability in addition to the general 
requirements for entrance. There will be an entrance examination in 
both vocal and instrumental music. Students must be able to play 
several marches (without music) in good time, also such music as 
Mendelssohn’s “Songs Without. Words,” Lange’s “Flower Song,’’ and 
other pieces of similar nature. Students must be able to read simple 
kindergarten songs at sight, and to sing songs of like grade with the 
kindergarten songs, with agreeable tone. Those who are not pro- 
ficient,. but who are accounted of good natural ability by the exam- 
iners, will be admitted conditionally, but will require more than. two 
years for the course. The required knowledge of vocal music can be 
acquired by those who are deficient, in the elementary music classes 
provided for students in other courses. Instruction in instrumental 
music is not furnished by the school, and students who are deficient 
will be obliged to take private lessons. The vocal course is funda- 
mentally a study of Kindergarten songs and children’s music in gen- 
eral, and the ability to read music readily is assumed on the part of 
those taking it. Students will not be assigned to practice until they 
can meet the requirements stated, and they will not be graduated 
until they can meet the musical demands of the kindergarten market 
as expressed in the requirements of the Milwaukee Publie Schools. 
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KINDERGARTEN PRINCIPLES, 


During the Senior Year the study. of the kindergarten philosophy 
is continued in the course known as Kindergarten Principles. The 
purpose of this is to familiarize the students with the literature of 
the kindergarten and to obtain therefrom a body of principles for the | 
guidance of educational procedure, not only in the kindergarten, but 
in the home and primary school as well. This work is closely related 
to the actual work done in the kindergarten, the procedure with the 
children being used to interpret the principles, and vice versa. The 
origin and growth of the kindergarten movement are also studied in 
this class, and the whole is supplemented by ten weeks’ of work in 
primary methods. 


PRACTICE TEACHING, 


The most important part of the Senior work is the practice teach- 
ing. Students are assigned for periods of ten weeks, for the whole 
morning session. It is intended that students shall spend one quarter 
in one of the Mission kindergartens, one in the Normal kindergarten, 
and whenever feasible, another in the Public School kindergartens or 
the primary grades. The subject-matter taken up in the kindergartens 
in which practice teaching is done is outlined for the students in the 
form of printed “programs.” ‘These are furnished to the city kinder- 
gartners also, and used by many. In the general conference held each 
week by the director of the department these programs are discussed 
as to the adaptation of the subject matter to the needs and compre- 
hension of the children, and the purposes to be realized by their 
means. The conference therefore takes on the character of an expe- 
rience meeting in part, the results of preceding work being discussed, 
or it becomes an occasion for instruction in the work that is to follow. 

The practice teaching is under the immediate supervision of the 
directors of the kindergarten in which the work is done. The students 
write weekly plans for the different exercises in the kindergarten pro- 
gram, and these are submitted to the directors for criticism or ap- 
proval. The directors hold individual or group conferences whenever 
necessary for the discussion of these plans or for criticism upon the 
work done. 


CHILD LIFE IN HISTORY. 


One of the most valuable courses in the Kindergarten Department 
is that known as “Child Life in History.” As far as known this is the 


» 


only course of the kind given in the country. The underlying thought 
of this course is that the student needs a wider knowledge of child 
life than a study of the modern child affords. Hence the attempt is 
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made to picture child life at representative stages in the development 
of the human race, for the purpose of showing what is fundamental 
and permanent in child life, and what is accidental and the result of 
environment. While the material for a knowledge of primitive child 
life is seattered and fragmentary, a fair idea of this phase of the sub- 
ject may be obtained from such books as “The Story of Ab,” which 
gives a picture of child life during the Stone Age, “‘The Childhood of 
Ji Shib,” which portrays the life of the Indian child, ‘“‘Lolami, the Little 
Cliff Dweller,” and others. The material for the knowledge of child 
life during historic periods and in other lands than our own is more 
readily obtained. The work has a practical as well as a theoretical 
value, since children of any age are interested in the story of other 
children’s lives. 


NATURE STUDY. 


One of the most practical subjects in the kindergarten course is 
Elementary Science or Nature Study. The purpose of this is to 
develop a love of nature in the students, and to familiarize them with 
the facts of nature that children need to know. By means of class 
work combined with frequent excursions students become acquainted 
with the common. birds and insects, the trees and flowers, and other 
phases of nature work. The gardening done by the children affords 
an excellent opportunity for other aspects of this work. 


EXPENSES, 


Persons taking the kindergarten course will make the same 
declaration of intention to teach as regular students, and will be re- 
garded as regular students in the Normal School, subject to all the 
regulations laid down for students in other courses. They will be ex- 
pected to take gymnasium work and library reading regularly except 
when engaged in teaching. No charge is made for tuition to resi- 
dents of the State. For non-residents the charge is $40.00 per year. 
All material which it is desirable that students should own, such as 
the kindergarten gifts, occupation material, etc., will be furnished at 
cost. The expense for such material will not exceed $10.00. 
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HISTORY, 


The Wisconsin State Normal School, located in Milwaukee, 
was organized September 14, 1885. The grounds and building, 
provided by the city of Milwaukee at an expense of $53,000, 
were presented to the State in May, 1885, and accepted by the 
Board of Regents June 4th of the same year. In 1894 the in- 
creased attendance made additional room necessary, and the sum 
of $35,000 was appropriated by the Board of Regents for an addi- 
tion to the building, which was completed March, 1895. The 
enlargement of the building doubled its capacity and made it 
possible to furnish adequate room for gynasium, library, and 
laboratories to meet the immediate needs of the school. 


GROWTH OF THE SCHOOL, 


The enrollment during the first year numbered, in the Nor- 
mal Department, 46; in the Training School, 112. Fifteen stu- 
dents were graduated at the close of the first year. 

The attendance of the school since its organization is shown

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The small enrollment during the first few years of the 
school’s history was doubtless due to the new plan of organiza- 
tion adopted for this school by the Board of Regents. 


This plan differed from that in operation in the other Nor- 
mal Schools of the state, in that no provision was made for 
either a Preparatory or an Elementary course. 


A single course covering two years’ work was offered. The 
work in this course was designed to be the equivalent of the 
third and fourth year’s work in the other Normal Schools of the 
State. Students were to be admitted to this course who had coni- 
pleted the Elementary course in any of the other Normal 
Schools, or a four-years’ Free High School course, or a three- 
years’ course in the Milwaukee High School specially arranged 
as preparatory to the Normal School course. 


PURPOSE OF THE SCHOOL. 


‘The exclusive purpose and objects of each Normal School.,”’ 
as expressed in the statute, “shall be the instruction and train- 
ing of persons, both male and female, in the theory and art of 
teaching and in all the various branches that pertain to a com- 
mon school education, and in all subjects needful to qualify for 
teaching in the public schools; also to give instruction in the 
fundamental law of the United States and of this State, in what 
regards the rights and duties of citizens.” 


‘The primary purpose of this school is to give thorough pro- 
fessional training to teachers. When the High Schools of the 
State discharge their function in giving adequate and thorough 
academic training, the Normal School can confine itself to legiti- 
mate professional work. In-maintaining this school on the basis 
of High School preparation, it is assumed that adequate pre- 
paratory training may be obtained in the High Schools. It is 
the intention to emphasize the importance of sound academic 
training before beginning professional work, and to encourage 
the High Schools to prepare students for the Normal Schools. 
A prominent purpose is‘to furnish those who are already in the 
profession, but who feel the need of broader and more thorough 
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preparation for their work, an opportunity to fit themselves for 
something better than they have attained; in short, to meet the 
present urgent demand for higher professional training for 
teachers, is the mission of the State Normal School at Milwaukee. 


ADVANTAGES OF MILWAUKEE AS A LOCATION FOR A STATE 
NORMAL SCHOOL, 

The advantages accruing to the student in a Normal Schoo! 
located in a large city, are numerous. The demand from the 
cities and larger villages in the state for graduates of the ad- 
vanced courses in the State Normal Schools, is so large that 
practically all the students completing these courses find posi- 
tions in the graded and High Schools of these localities. 


The opportunities which are furnished to the Normal School 
student in Milwaukee for broadening his views of life and for 
general culture outside the work of the schoolroom cannot de 
overestimated. By utilizing these. opportunities the student 
gains, besides the training given by the school, much which will 
be of value in social life and in the professional work in the city 
schools. 7 

The complex and varied character of life in a large city, con- 
sidered in its civic, social, commercial, and individual relations, 
presents problems which cannot be so well solved elsewhere. In 
the study of these relations the student acquires knowledge 
which cannot be gathered from books and which must prove of 
the highest value to him in his work as teacher. 


Under the direction of members of the Faculty, students are 
led, through personal observation, to study the organization of 
labor in the great commercial and manufacturing establishments 
of the city; the organization and use of capital, through banking 
institutions and clearing houses; the conditions of life among the 
poorer classes of the city; the organized efforts for the relief of 
the needy and suffering, through the Associated Charities; the 
hospital service ; the homes for the friendless and aged, and other 
charitable institutions. 
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The officer in charge of the Signal Service Station has 
courteously extended every facility at his command to students 
wishing to study the methods of the Weather Bureau. 

In connection with their regular work, students, under the 
direction of their instructors, visit following establishments: 
Rolling Mills, E. P. Allis Iron Works, Car Shops, Brass and 
Copper Works, National Knitting Works, Tanneries, Breweries, 
Packing Houses, Shoe Factories, Fur Factories, Gas Works, 
Electric Railway Power House, Milwaukee Art Glass Works, 
Daily Newspaper Offices, Water Works Pumping Station, 
Flushing Tunnel Pumping Station, Life-Saving Station, Milwau- 
kee Dry Dock Company, Brand Stove Works, Fuller-Warren 
Co. Stove Works, Bidtel Chemical Works, Bookbindery, Na- 
tional Distilling Co., American Biscuit Co., Milwaukee Litho- 
graphing Co., Milwaukee Bridge and Iron Works,. Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The Public Museum is open to the students, and special 
privileges are afforded those engaged in the study of Botany, 
Zoology and Geology. 

The Public School Art Association yearly offers, at a trifling 
cost, a course of lectures on art subjects, which are of high value 
to the student in his art work in the Normal School, and quicken 
his appreciation of the advantages for .studying the choicest 
works of art (without cost) in the Layton Art Gallery and in the 
various art stores in the city. 

Numerous other lecture courses are given under different 
auspices, from among which the student selects such as he re- 
gards most beneficial to himself. 

The great artists in the dramatic and musical world also 
visit Milwaukee and thus afford students unusual opportunities 
to listen to the interpretation of the masterpieces in music and 
the drama. 

The relations of the Normal School to the Public School 
system of the city of Milwaukee are such as to offer unusual 
advantages to Normal School students for observation, practice, 
and substitute work in the city schools. 
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The extensive system of kindergartens in the City School 
system presents excellent opportunities to students interested in 
the Kindergarten, to study the details of this work under widely 
varying conditions. Opportunities are given to those students 
wishing to fit themselves for High School work, to visit and ob- 
serve the method of teaching in the High Schools, of which 
Milwaukee has three of the best in the State. 

The great value of the Public Library to the Normal School 
students cannot be overestimated. 

As Milwaukee is easily accessible by boat and railroad from 
all parts of the Northwest, various meetings of an educational 
nature are held during the year. 


LOCATION, 


The Normal School building is situated on a commanding 
site at the corner of Wells and Eighteenth streets. The site was 
chosen by the Regents as one of the most attractive points in 
Milwaukee and at the same time easily accessible from all parts of 
the city. 


PRACTICE WORK IN THE CITY SCHOOLS FOR NORMAL SCHOOL 
STUDENTS, i 

By an arrangement between the Normal School authorities 
and the Board of Education, all Normal School students, before 
graduation, are given an opportunity to do practice work in the 
regular grades of the city schools. Here they deal with condi- 
tions as they exist in graded schools generally, and get an ex- 
perience of the highest value to them in their subsequent work 
as teachers in such schools. 

A further opportunity for gaining valuable experience ‘s 
offered to students who are sent out into the city schools to do 
substitute work during the temporary absence of the regular 
teachers. 

Every year a great many calls are made by the City Super- 
intendent for Normal School students to do such substitute work. 
Sudents are paid for this work at the regular rates for substitute 
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teachers, ranging from $1.50 to $2.50 per day, according to their 
legal qualifications. Students are thus given an opportunity to 
see schools in different localities and to become acquainted with 
the different conditions which exist in the school system of a 
large city. 

The School Board of Milwaukee has adopted the plan of 
employing only experienced or trained teachers, and the rapid 
growth of its system creates a large demand every year for addi- 
tional teachers who have had special training. For those who 
desire to secure positions in the city, the advantage of an ac- 
quaintance with these schools, through practice and substitute 
work in them, is clearly evident. 


CONVENIENCES OF THE BUILDING. 


The present arrangement of the building for school purposes 
is acknowledged to be excellent. The building is heated and 
ventilated by the Sturtevant fan system. There is water on every 
floor. A passenger elevator is in operation every day when the 
school is in session, thus obviating the evil effects so often seen 
where students are compelled to do much climbing of stairs. 

The recent addition to the building has made it possible to 
provide ample space for laboratory work in science. The labora- 
tories and natural history museum are fully equipped for a high 
grade of scientific instruction. 


/ 


MANUAL TRAINING, 


A workshop well furnished with benches and wood-working 
tools is provided for the use of the school. An instructor thor- 
oughly: trained in the Swedish system of Sloyd, or elementary - 
woodworking, is employed to give instruction to Training School 
pupils. The work has also been é¢xtended downward by the 
introduction of hand work with paper and card board in the first 
and second grades, and sewing in the third, fourth, fifth and 


sixth. 
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THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


The Training School is organized on a basis of a thoroughly 
classified graded school, and includes a Kindergarten. Each 
room accommodates more than forty pupils, and is under the 
charge of an experienced teacher, who is held personally respon- 
sible for the instruction and for the advancement of her pupils 
in accordance with the most approved principles of education. 
During certain periods of the day the Training School is used bv 
students for observation of the work done by the regular teach- 
ers; at others it is used for the purpose of training teachers to 
teach. It is the aim to exemplify in this school for children the 
best methods of instruction; to have its course adjusted to the 
age and abilities of the children, and the studies arranged so as to 
give each its proper amount of consideration without neglecting 
anything that is necessary for the early education of the child. 


TEXT BOOKS, 


The students of the Normal School are supplied with all 
necessary text-books at a rental of four dollars a year. 

Text-books are also furnished in the Training School at the 
following rental per term:

TUITION. 


No tuition is charged the members of the Normal Depart+ 
ment who express their intention to follow the profession of 
teaching, and who are residents of Wisconsin. Others desiring 
the advantages of the school, but not intending to teach, or such 
as do not show satisfactory evidence of teaching ability, are 
charged tuition. Pupils in the Training School are charged tui- 
tion ranging from ten cents in the kindergarten to thirty cents 
per week in the seventh and eighth grades. 

Tuition in every case is paid in advance and for the entire

No, tuition will be charged pupils in the kindergarten who 
have brothers or sisters paying tuition in the training school. 

Books will be furnished at cost to those who prefer to own 
them. By misuse, abuse or loss of books, the pupil will incur 
a fine commensurate with the injury done. 

Hereafter a fee of one dollar will be collected from each stu- 
dent in the Normal Department at the beginning of each term, 
for supplying periodicals for the reading room. ? 


BOARDING AND ROOMS. 


There are abundant opportunities for obtaining good board 
and rooms. Rates are very reasonable, considering the location 
of the school and the advantages and superior comforts incident 
to city life. The expenses of living need not exceed three and 
one-half to four dollars per week. 

Information concerning localities in which board and rooms 
may be found, will be furnished by the President upon appli- 
cation. 

Students coming to the school who are strangers in the city, 
are advised not to attempt to make arrangements for board until 
they reach the city. They should leave all heavy baggage at the 
depot and: go directly to the school building, where a list of 
boarding-places will be furnished them. They can, in most 
cases, find satisfactory boarding-places within an hour, and can 
then have their baggage taken directly to the place desired.

LITERARY SOCIETIES, 


Two prosperous literary societies are maintained by the 
school, the Lyceum by the men, and Athena by the women. 
These societies hold weekly meetings during term time. Active 
work in the societies is beneficial as a means of cultivating a 
talent for literary work and public discussion, and affords train- 
ing in parliamentary practice. An annual joint-debate beween 
Seniors of the Lyceum and of Athena has been instituted. The 
victorious society is awarded a trophy, to be retained until won 
by the other society. 


INTER-NORMAL DEBATE, 


The students sustain an Oratorical Association which holds 
a contest yearly. The winner in the local contests represents 
the school in the inter-normal contest participated in by repre- 
sentatives of the state normals of Wisconsin. The winner in the 
state contest represents the State in the interstate contest which 
is held under the auspices of the Interstate Oratorical Associa- 


tion. This association is composed of the following states: 


Iowa, Illinois, Kansas, Missouri, Wisconsin. 


_ AID TO STUDENTS. 


For the aid and encouragement of those who may need 
pecuniary assistance, and who show themselves worthy and 


promising as teachers, opportunities are offered to earn some- 


thing by teaching occasionally as substitutes in the city schools. 
In addition to this a loan fund has been established by the 
Alumni Association by means of which worthy students who 
have completed at least one year’s work may be assisted in fin- 


' ishing their course. 
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GRADUATION, 


The University plan of graduation is followed. This per- 
mits the student to complete his course at any time that his fit- 
ness to teach has been made evident to the Faculty. Diplomas 
are conferred at the middle of the scholastic year as well as at its 
close. When issued, the diploma legally qualifies the holder to 
teach in any public school in the State for one year, after which 
it may be countersigned by the State Superintendent, when it be- 
comes an unlimited State Certificate. . 

The following is the regulation of the Board of Regents con- 


cerning graduation: 

No person shall be entitled to a diploma who has not been a member 
of the school in which such diploma is granted at least one year, but a 
certificate of attendance may be granted by the president of a Normal 
School to any person who shall have been a member of such school for 
one term, providing that in his judgment such certificate is deserved. 

Persons entering with credits from another Wisconsin Normal 
will be required to remain as long as would be necessary to obtain a 
diploma from the school from which they came. 


RELATION TO OTHER WISCONSIN NORMAL SCHOOLS, 


The normal schools of Wisconsin are a system and are so re- 
lated that students may pass from one to another without loss. 

Students entering the Milwaukee school on Elementary Cer- 
tificates from other normal schools are credited with professional 
work which they have done, but are required to take other sub- 
jects in place of the ones for which credits are accepted. 


RELATIONS WITH THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


By agreement between the governing boards of the respect- 
ive institutions, the following regulations have been adopted to 


govern the relations of the Normal Schools with the University : 

First, That the Regents of the University shall provide as follows: 

I. To graduates of the advanced courses of the State Normal 
School a course of two years will be offered leading to the degree of 
Bachelor of Philosophy in Pedagogy, which shall have advanced peda- 
gogy and philosophy as central studies, with one language and other 
studies as secondary courses. To this course such Normal graduates 
will be admitted as Juniors. 
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Il. Normal graduates entering other courses in the University 
will be ranked as Juniors, but they will be expected to meet the re- 
quirements of these courses substantially as is done by other students, 
under the following conditions: 

1. Full credit will be given for all Normal School work which is 
equivalent to University work. 

2. The basal studies of the University courses will be required of 
such students, in addition to two years of University work, so far as 
they are not covered by credits for work done in the Normal School. 


By basal studies are understood : 

(a) The studies prescribed for the Freshman Year in the course 
which the student enters. 

(b) The first year’s course of studies which begins in Sophomore 
Year, like Chemistry or French. 

Ill. This plan shall go into effect at the beginning of the school 
year 1897-98, graduates of the Normal Schools of the year 1897 being 
received on the present basis. 

Second, That the Board of Regents of the Normal Schools enact 
the following: 

1. That such adjustment of the work in the Natural Sciences in 
the Normal Schools be made as to provide for each graduate seeking 
admission to the Junior class of the University a whole year’s work in 
some one science. 

2. That the course in Mathematics in the Normal Schools be so 
extended as to include Trigonometry. 

3. That the work in German in the Normal Schools be extended 
so as to include the first year’s work in German in the University. 


ADVICE TO CANDIDATES FOR ADMISSION, 


1. Read the catalogue carefully and note the requirements 
for admission and the outline of work required for graduation. 

2. Determine to make thorough preparation before enter- 
ing. Defects, if they exist, will certainly manifest themselves, 
and may interfere seriously with the successful completion ot 
the course in the time prescribed. 

3. Resolve to enter the school with the purpose of under- 
taking only as much as can be done well, and without injury to 
your health. 

4, Give particular attention to penmanship, reading, spelling, 
and composition work. It is very desirable that Etymology also 
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should be thoroughly studied before entering. In all these par- 
ticulars there is much to be desired of most persons applying 
for admission, some graduates of High Schools even admitting 
that they have never written an essay before entering the Normal 
School. Prepare to show by examination that you can: 

(a) Write a neat and legible business letter. 

(b) Spell correctly the vocabulary of a daily newspaper and 
of ordinary text-books. | 

5. Read as much good literature and history as possible, 
and read carefully and thoughtfully. 

6. Prepare to be admitted at the beginning of the year and 
to continue to the end. The gain of a month’s salary in teach- 
ing will rarely compensate for the loss sustained by not taking 
- the class work regularly. 

7. Bring your high school credits with you.
